1963 Canners Convention Goes To Chicago 


Campbell Suggests Discussion of Competitive System at 1962 


The NCA Convention Committee, 
reporting to the Board of Directors 
last week at the Spring Meeting in 
Washington, D. C., announced that 
the 1963 Convention would be held in 
the City of Chicago. Although it is 
doubtful that it will, this announce- 
ment should stifle once and for all, the 
usual rumors that the Convention is 
going to Timbuctoo, 20 Leagues Un- 
der the Sea, or some other such out- 
landish location. Lest there be any 
mistake or confusion, it should be said 
emphatically here, that the 1962 Con- 
vention will be held at Bal Harbour. 

The Convention Committee, with 
the Canning Machinery & Supplies 
Association Board of Directors, and a 
representative each from the Old 
Guard Society, the Young Guard Soci- 
ety and the Forty-Niners sitting in, de- 
voted a considerable amount of atten- 
tion to the format of the upcoming 
convention at Bal Harbour. That for- 
mat will be much the same as it has 
heen the past couple of years, running 
from Sunday, January 21, thru Wed- 
nesday, January 24. The opening meet- 
ing will be held on Monday morning, 
technical and sales sessions will be held 
in the form of breakfasts Tuesday and 
Wednesday mornings. Afternoons will 
he held open for visits with the supply- 
men in the exhibition hall, with buy- 
ers, and for other necessary consulta- 
tions. The Administrative Council 
ind Board of Directors, and Commit- 
‘ce meetings will be held Saturday and 
Sunday. Forty-Niners Reception will 
be held Saturday evening; the Old 
Guard Sunday; Young Guard Monday;

'uncheon will be held Monday noon.

block this year. One large major ho- 
tel, north of the bridge and in the 
Hollywood area, will be added to that 
block. All of these plans at this date 
are, of course, subject to revision. 


THE COMPETITIVE SYSTEM 
AND THE CONSUMER 


Making his last appearance before 
the directors as executive head of the 
Association, Carlos Campbell, refer- 
ring to current debates over the ques- 
tion of the nature of competition and 
present day pricing methods, and to 
the Administration’s tendency to set 
up consumer protective agencies, told 
the NCA Board that the canning in- 
dustry is the perfect example of the 
value of the competitive system to the 
consumer. “Competition,” he said (in 
the canning industry) “is as effective 
today in protecting the welfare of the 
consumer as it was 50 years ago.” He 
suggested that consideration be given 
to a special treatment of this subject, 
at the next canners convention. 

His comments were corroborated by 
Stary Gange, former olive canner and 


now professional lecturer. Mr. Gange ~ 


said that “individual liberty plus free- 
dom of choice in the market place, 
have given Americans the highest 
standard of living in the world.” He 
pointed out that with less than 10 per- 
cent of the population on the farm, we 
still have.an over-abundance of foods, 


whereas in Russia where more than - 


half the population is farming, and in 
Communist China, with two-thirds of 
the people growing food crops, short- 
ages are the order of the day. Mr. 
Gange’s remarks were enthusiastically 
received. 

Luke Beckman, chairman of the As- 
sociation’s Legislative Committee, 
stressed the canning industry’s objec- 
tion to the marketing orde isi: 
of the new Farm Bill, whi. |... 
puts the coverrment in chavze uv 
az ‘icultuia’ “roduction and market-

ing. In his report, Mr. Beckman paid 
high tribute to the services of R. B. 
“Bob” Heiney, the Association’s repre- 
sentative in the halls of Congress. 
Coming from Mr. Beckman, who 
knows his way around on the “Hill,” 
probably better than any other canner, 
this is praise indeed, and we might 
add, richly deserved.

tons per acre, took down the house 
when he said “Right now I feel that a 
boy’s best friend is a tomato.” Mr. 
Gange, who followed Mr. String on the 
rostrum, commented that this country 
would be in bad shape, indeed, if 19- 
year-old boys didn’t feel that way about 
“tomatoes.” 


The Board also heard a report from 
James E. Scully of Nejelski & Com- 
pany, concerning the use of canned 
foods in industrial in-plant feeding 
under the Civil Defense Program. And 
there were a number of other topics 
discussed at the closed Executive Ses- 
sion of the Directors.

PET MILK-MUSSELMAN 
PLAN MERGER 


Basic agreement on a plan to merge 
the C. H. Musselman Company and 
Pet Milk Company has been reached 
by the managers of both firms. Theo- 
dore R. Gamble, Pet Milk president, 
and John A. Hauser, Musselman pres- 
ident, have announced. The proposal 
involves the exchange of Pet common 
stock for all of the capital stock of 
Musselman. Musselman would become 
a major division of Pet Milk Com- 
pany and would be operated by its 
present management and employees 
and would maintain its existing rela- 
tionships with its growers and brokers. 

Musselman is one of the Nation's 
leading producers of apple sauce, ap- 
ple slices, jellies, fruit pie fillings, and 
other fruit products. Its wholly owned 
exbsidiary, Dwan’s Home Canning 
Company, St. Joseph, Michigan, pro- 
duces a full line of canned fruits and 
asparagus. Founded in 1907, Mussel- 
man is a privately held company with 
about 100 stockholders. It operates 
plants in Biglerville and Gardners, 
Pennsylvania, Inwood, West Virginia, 
and St. Joseph and Paw Paw, Michi- 
gan. It owns approximately 5700 acres 
of land in one of the major fruit pro- 
ducing areas of Pennsylvania, devoted 
to the growing of apples, cherries and 
peaches. 

Pet Milk Company, which was 
founded in 1885, operates more than 
70 plants throughout the Nation and 
in Canada, producing Pet evaporated 
milk, Pet instant nonfat dry milk, Pet- 
Ritz and Swiss Miss fruit pies, and in 
Canada only, Cherry Hill Cheese and 
Van Kirk Chocolate products. The 
company’s general offices are in St. 
Louis. 

Each company will call a_ special 
meeting of stockholders in the near 
future to consider the merger proposal. 


CASTLE & COOKE FORMS 
NEW COMPANY 


Oceanic Properties, Inc., has been 
formed to manage and develop lands 
owned by Castle & Cooke, Inc., and its 
subsidiaries. The new firm is an indi- 
rect result of the merger of Dole Cor- 
poration and Bumble Bee Seafoods, 
Inc. (formerly Columbia River Pack- 
ers Association) into Castle & Cooke, 
and will be operated as a wholly owned 
subsidiary. 

Castle & Cooke and Dole own about 
156,000 acres of land in Hawaii, which 
includes the entire island of Lanai 
owned by Dole, extensive acreage in 
Oahu, and substantial areas on the is- 
land of Hawaii. In addition, Castle 
& Cooke owns the 6,500-acre Black- 
hawk Ranch in California. The com- 
pany recently acquired an option on 
125,000 acres of land in Peru and it 
will evaluate opportunities for acquir- 
ing other properties in the Pacific area. 


Frederick Simpich, Jr. will resign as 
Castle & Cooke vice president to be- 
come president of Oceanic Properties. 


Crosse & Blackwell Company, Balti- 
more, Maryland, food processors, on 
May 1 became an operating unit of 
the Nestle Company of White Plains, 
New York. John T. Menzies, Jr., con- 
tinues as president of the Crosse & 
Blackwell Division. 


Renown Foods Company-St. Clair 
Foods Company, McAllen, Texas, can- 
ners of fruits and vegetables, and Suga- 
tex Corporation of McAllen, a former 
processor of citrus products, have 
merged to form Renown Foods Com- 
pany, a new corporation.

NEW YORK MARKET 


Trading Volume of Limited Proportions 

—Buyers Watching Factors Affecting 

Packs and Prices—Brisk Off-the-Line 
Business Foreseen

NEW YORK, May 26, 1961 

THE SITUATION. — Growing 
strength was evident in canned toma- 
toes in the East on improving demand, 
limited unsold stocks, and probability 
of a late pack this season, with higher 
raw material costs looming. Canned 
citrus also remained on the upbeat, 
with some talk of further advances in 
the offing. ‘Trading volume in most 
canned foods, however, remained of 
but limited proportions, as distributors 
work against current inventories in an- 
ticipation of new pack pricing in the 
near future. 

THE OUTLOOK.—Distributors are 
following closely reports affecting the 
upcoming major packs of canned foods 
to give them a better over-all picture 
of the supply-price situation for the 
coming marketing year. In a few in- 
stances, where definite shortages have 
developed, there will be a brisk busi- 
ness on early shipment goods from 
1961 packs. In general, however, the 
trade is not inclined to book far ahead, 
save in the case of goods needed for 
established private label requirements. 

TOMATOES.—With off-priced of- 
ferings out of the way and the new 
pack promising to be quite late, more 
demand has developed for carryover 
‘omatoes out of the tristates, and can- 
vers are stiffening their price views. 
\While standard Is are still quoted in 
‘ few quarters at $1.0214, most sellers 
ic up to $1.05 or better, while 303s 
ire not offering below the $1.30 level. 
‘he market on 214s is generally held 

ithin the $2.25-$2.30 range, while 10s 

re held at $7.50 for full standards, 

‘th some offering below that level. 
‘lidwestern tomato packers are hold- 
ug standard Is at $1.10, with 303s at 

»40-$1.45, at $2.35-$2.40, and 

firm at $8.00. 

?EAS.—Demand for standards re- 
viins fair, with the market ranging 

5 and upwards in major canning 

eas. Extra standards are generally 
hvld at $1.40-$1.45, as to seller, with 
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fancy upgraded 303s bringing $1.50 or 
better f.o.b. canneries. 

CORN.—Standard corn offerings re- 
main on the short side, with the mar- 
ket ranging $1.3714 to $1.40 as to sell- 
er. Offerings of extra standards are 
also limited, with $1.45 the going 
price, while the market for fancy holds 
anywhere from $1.55 upwards, with 
most of the offerings falling within the 
$1.60-$1.65 range. 

BEANS. — Routine activity is re- 
ported in canned green beans. Stand- 
ard cut 303s are held at $1.15, with 
extra standards at $1.35. A good in- 
terest is reported in No. 10s, which are 
closely sold up in all quality brackets. 

SPINACH.—Eastern canners note a 
slight pick-up in the call for fancy 
spinach, with 303s held at $1.40, 214s 
at $2.10, and 10s at $7.25. Market on 
the Pacific Coast remains steady, with 
the Canners’ League reporting the 
spring pack at 2,253,974 cases, basis 
21%s, as compared with 2,184,716 cases 
last spring. 

LIMA BEANS.—A little pick-up 
business is reported in lima beans, 
with the market holding steady. Tri- 
state packers quote fancy tiny all-green 
303s at $2.50, with 10s at $14, while 
fancy small all-green lists at $2.10 and 
$12.25 and mediums at $1.80 and 
$11.25. Mixed green and white 303s 
are held at $1.45, with 10s at $10, all 
f.o.b. canneries.

CRANBERRY SAUCE. — Small-lot 
trading rules in cranberry sauce. .East- 
ern canners are quoting fancy 300s at 
$1.6214 on the strained and $1.75 on 
the whole, with 10s quoted at $10 on 
strained and $10.25 on whole, f.o.b. 
New Jersey canneries. 


RSP CHERRIES.—M idwestern can- 
ners are seeking to clear out carryover 
holdings, with 303s reported offered 
down to $1.95 per dozen for prompt 
shipment. Prospects for the new crop 
are reported favorable. 

CITRUS.— With raw fruit costs 
mounting, Florida canners are exhibit- 
ing stronger price views on canned 
citrus products. Current offerings find 
orange juice 2s at $1.65 on natural and 
$1.60 on sweetened, with 46-ounce at 
$3.85 and $3.75, respectively. Blended 
juice lists at $1.30 and $3.00, on both 
sweetened and natural, with grapefruit 
juice at $1.10 for 2s and $2.50 for 46- 
ounce. Fancy grapefruit segments, 
303s, are held at $1.90, with broken at 
$1.45. Fancy citrus salad continues 
held at $2.50, with fancy orange sec- 
tions, where available, at $3.00. 


WEST COAST FRUITS.—No new 
price developments are reported in 
canned fruits in California or the 
Northwest. Canners are showing no 
anxiety to clear up any unsold lots 
from 1960 packs which they may have 
on hand, looking apparently to a 
strong market on the new season’s pro- 
duction. Trade demand is pretty much 


- at a standstill, distributors working 


against stocks accumulated in fairly 
brisk trading during the opening 
quarter of the year. 


SARDINES. — Reports from Down 
East indicate another backward season 
for sardines, with indications that 
nothing in the way of volume packing 
may be looked for until mid-June, at 
the earliest. Canners continue to 
quote the market for quarter keyless 
at $8.50 per case and up. The market 
for sardines in California remains 
steady and routine. 


OTHER CANNED FISH. — Small- 
lot trading remains the order of the 
day in canned salmon, reflecting the 
closely sold-up position of the market 
on carryover. Prices are steady... . : A 
moderate pick-up in trade demand for 
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tuna is reported, and the trading tem- 
po is expected to quicken further as 
soon as the major consuming areas ex- 
perience a good spell of warm weath- 
er... . Canned shrimp trading has 
been quiet, with the market steady, re- 
flecting limited canner holdings. 


CHICAGO MARKET 


Buying For Immediate Requirements 

Only—Routine Until New Packs Are 

Ready—Much Concern Over Lateness of 
Season

CHICAGO, May 25, 1961 

THE SITUATION. — Trading in 
the Chicago area the past few weeks 
has been nothing better than normal 
buying of immediate requirements. 
The items distributors would really 
like to buy are not available and it 
looks like a routine situation until 
new packs are ready. In this respect, 
Wisconsin canners are still struggling 
to complete pea seeding and they are 
not very happy about the delay at a 
time when they really wanted an early 
start. Corn and tomato seeds are go- 
ing into the ground and local tomato 
canners are hoping for an excellent 
season this year. With raw stocks costs 
in California up to $30.00 per ton this 
year, local canners are hoping to pick 
up some of the business they have lost 
to Coast canners in the past. After all, 
raw stock costs in both areas are now 
almost equal and much higher freight 
rates on the finshed product from Cali- 
fornia may change the thinking of 
many buyers, particularly in the case 
of No. 10 puree, catsup and tomatoes. 
Corn canners will come on a bare mar- 
ket when the new pack is ready in 
August and should have a gay time 
with early shipping orders of which 
there will be plenty. 

Pricewise there were few changes 
this week giving the trade little en- 
couragement to stimulate their buying 
interest. Cocktail is the exception as 
the industry insists prices will be high- 
er on shipments after May 3lst and 
perhaps they mean it this time. Apri- 
cots continue very sloppy and _ prices 
on No. 10 Cling peaches continue to 
slide as canners attempt to move sur- 
plus stocks before the current crop is 
ready for canning. Just about all ma- 
jor canned vegetables continue on very 
firm ground. 


KRAUT. — Eastern canners appar- 
ently have been indulging in some 
kind of a price war with goods avail- 
able at considerably less money there 
than is the case of local offerings. ‘The 
trade are wary as they just went 
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through a period where lower Eastern 
offerings pushed prices lower here. 
However, Midwestern canners appear 
determined to hold the line this time 
and their stock position does justify 
such thinking. Sales are nothing more 
than routine but at current prices of 
$5.85 for fancy tens, $1.75 for 214s and 
$1.27 for 303s. 


CORN.—Little change to report on 
this item and there won't be until new 
goods are ready. Local processors are 
hoping to start the wheels turning 
early this year but the weather man 
has not been too helpful so far. In 
any event, those canners that have new 
pack corn ready first will find a ready 
and willing market until the pipe lines 
are filled up and that should take some 
doing in view of today’s scarcity. In 
the meantime, prices are unchanged at 
$1.65 for fancy 303s and $9.50 for tens 
and the latter price is quoted on whole 
kernel only as there is no cream style. 
If a buyer can find any standard corn 
in 303s the price is firm at $1.45 with 
nothing in tens. 


PEAS.—Spot lists on peas these days 
are a joke as so little is left to sell. All 
grades and sieves sizes in tens continue 
extremely short and unless a buyer has 
an excellent background with some 
canner who is still holding goods for 
him he just doesn’t find a thing. Fancy 
three sieve peas are worth $1.5714 in 
303s and if any standards come to light 
they are bringing $1.35. The pack 
will be late, much to everyone's dis- 
appointment, and if Illinois canners 
get an early start, as it appears now, 
they will have fun with early orders. 


BEANS. — All grades and sizes ol 
beans continue to move very well on a 
market that is strong for the most part. 
Ozark canners will soon be under way 
on the summer pack of beans and this 
could have an effect on the standard 
market. It also appears there may be 
some experimental packing of Blue 
Lake beans this year in both Wiscon- 
sin and New York which if successful 
could have a real effect on the hold 
Northwest canners have had on this 
market for so many years. After all, 
bush style beans can be mechanically 
harvested, plus the fact freight rates 
are so much lower from these points 
as compared to the Northwest. This 
should be an interesting development. 


TOMATOES. — Local canners are 
holding firm despite lower priced 
standards from the South and East. 
Standard 303s are firm at $1.45 with 
2s at $2.40 and the latter size is just 
about cleaned up. ‘The only item avail- 
able in tens from local sources is extra 


standards and these are held at a bot- 
tom of $8.25. Ohio Valley canners 
were delighted to see an increase of 
$7.50 a ton on raw stock costs in Cali- 
fornia as they now feel that they have 
an excellent opportunity to regain a 
great deal of lost ground. Buyers will 
be watching this situation with a cau- 
tious eye when opening prices are 
named as their thinking may change 
considerably. 


TOMATO PRODUCTS. — Califor- 
nia canners are pushing for sales on 
tomato juice and 14 oz. catsup, al- 
though the latter item in tens is com- 
ing up short. Fancy 46 oz. juice is 
readily availble from the West at $2.50 
and 51% oz. has been shaved to 57/4¢. 
They have also dropped prices slight- 
ly on 14 oz. fancy catsup while holding 
tens firm at $10.50 to $10.75. Local 
canners still have bottled catsup to sell 
but tens are very tight and where they 
can be found the price is no less than 
$11.00. Sales are hampered by the al- 
most complete lack of No. 10 paste 
and puree while distributors are down 
to bare floors. 

WEST COAST FRUITS. — Fruit 
cocktail is the one item that the trade 
here are now buying ahead again de- 
spite the recent up and down move- 
ment in prices which is always irri- 
tating to a buyer. However, it appears 
current prices of $2.00 on 303s, $3.00 
on 2s and $10.90 on tens, all choice 
grade will be a thing of the past after 
June Ist. As a result, distributors just 
can’t take a chance on an item that 
carries the volume cocktail does. Pears 
continue strong despite a movement 
that is not particularly impressive as 
stocks are not burdensome and there 
is considerable doubt about the new 
pack. In view of the miserable pack 
of sweet cherries and prune plums last 
year, canners and buyers alike are ex- 
pecting something more like a normal 
pack this season and lower prices. 
Cling peaches are firm at $2.40 for 
choice 2s but tens are sloppy with 
prices now as low as $8.00 although 
many canners are trying to get $8.25.

YUMA, Ariz., May 15.—Production 
of grapefruit juice about same as last 
season. 

DELTA, Colo., May 18.—Same acre- 
age on green beans as last year. Will 
start planting in about a week. About 
same acreage on tomatoes as last year. 
Planting 60 percent finished. Weather 
is cold and windy; some acreage will 
need resetting. Some early damage on 
account of frost but expect about a 
normal pack of peaches, apples, and 
cherries. 


FOWLER, Colo., May 16.—Crop of 
tomatoes all planted by direct seeding. 
Acreage about the same as last year.

DELAWARE-MARYLAND, May 20.

In im- 
portant areas west of the Chesapeake 
Bay apple bloom extended over a long- 
er than normal period, but there was 
considerable rainy weather during this 
time. Strawberry harvest got under- 
way on Eastern Shore last week and 
good crop is expected. 


ILL., MINN., WIS., May 17.—Soil 
moisture in Illinois, Southern Wiscon- 
sin and Northeast Wisconsin is satis- 
factory; too wet in Northern Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. Heat unit accumu- 
lation is reported below normal in all 
areas. Planting of peas in Northeast 
Wisconsin about normal with all other 
areas behind normal. 

ST. ANNE, Ill., May 16.—Crop of 
asparagus about a week later than last 
year, but yield should be good with 
proper weather conditions. Acreage 
same as 1960. 

REEDS SPRING. Mo., May 19.— 
Acreage of tomatoes approximately the 
same as 1960. Weather has been far 
from ideal; late killing frost damaged 
fields; severe hailstorm has caused 
transplants to be a problem, cutting 


prospective acreage. Crop about two 
weeks behind last year. 

CEDARVILLE, N. J., May 23.— 
Tomato plants just being set up. Cold 
nights and windy days are hindering 
growth. 

ALBANY, Ore., May 17.—Crop of 
strawberries looks very good; better 
than in 1960. If good weather prevails 
we look for a big crop in our area. A 
little later than last year. Prospects are 
good for red raspberries; blossoms set- 
ting good and most fields making very 
good growth. Bush beans being plant- 
ed now. Pole beans next week; will 
start planting sweet corn last week in 
May. Some increase in all our acreage 
this year. All prospects are for a good 
season. 


WISCONSIN, May 19.—First sow- 
ings of early peas in southern area now 
8 inches tall with ideal soil and mois- 
ture conditions. Have about 61 per- 
cent of acreage planted as against 55 
percent this time last year. First plant- 
ings are now emerging in northern 
area with 44 percent of acreage plant- 
ed. Have about 20 percent of sweet 
corn planted. However, need warmer 
weather. 


WISCONSIN, May 19.—About 55 
percent of pea acreage in ground; com- 
pared to last season we are behind nor- 
mal. Peas that have emerged look 
healthy; expect canning to start around 
first part of July, which is about a 
week to ten days behind normal. “Tem- 
peratures continue below normal with 
adequate rainfall. 


LOYAL, Wis., May 16.—About a 
week later than normal with pea plant- 
ing. Had a heavy rain May 14 which 
will delay our planting a couple of 
‘days. Heat units are also below nor- 
mal. However, conditions are much 
better than a year ago. Planted our 
first field of corn on May 13 but are 
now delayed by rain. Will start plant- 
ing beans tomorrow, weather permit- 
ting. 

SAUK CITY, WIS., May 16.—Had 
a good rain which improved the pea 
crop considerably. Badly in need of 
this rain as it was very dry. Had two 
very hot, dry days, however weather 
has cooled considerably and is better 
for the crop. Just started planting 
corn today. The ground was too hard 
to plough in places but is ideal now.
